Annual  Report  of  the 
Superintending  School  Committee. 

Your  school  committee  respectfully  submit  the  follow- 
ing- report: 

Soon  after  election  we  met  and  determined  by  lot  the 
time  of  service  for  each.  A.  P.  Turner,  one  year,  Geo. 
D.  Young-,  two  years,  W.  W.  Hayden,  three  years.  W. 
W.  Hayden,  was  elected  chairman,  A.  A.  Badger,  ex- 
officio  secretar}r. 

Having-  been  previously  instructed  by  the  town  to 
unite  with  Skowheg-an  in  the  support  of  a  superintendent 
of  schools,  arrang-ements  were  made  for  a  meeting-  of  the 
committee  from  both  towns.  The  meeting-  was  held  at 
Skowheg-an,  March  11,  1898.  After  due  deliberation  it 
seemed  best  to  form  a  union  for  the  support  of  a  superin- 
tendent. W.  W.  Haj^den  was  elected  chairman  and  W.  F. 
Allen,  secretary  of  the  joint  committee.  A.  A.  Badg-er 
was  elected  superintendent  for  three  months  at  a  salary 
of  $1,000  per  year  and  expenses.  Madison  was  to  pay 
one-third  of  the  salary  and  Mr.  Badg-er  was  to  devote  two 
and  one-half  days  to  Madison  schools  during-  term  time, 
and  such  part  of  his  time  during-  vacation  as  was  neces- 
sary.   The  rest  of  his  time  was  to  be  given  to  Skowheg-an. 

The  union  met  at  Skowheg-an  again  June  4,  1898,  and 
elected  A.  A.  Badger  superintendent  for  one  year  at  a 
salary  of  $1,200  and  expenses.  The  present  condition  of 
our  schools  indicate  that  the  town  made  no  mistake 
in  effecting   the  present  arrangement.    Mr.  Badger  is 


thoroughly  trained  for  the  position,  takes  great  interest 
in  his  work  and  is  doing-  his  best  to  promote  the  edu- 
cational interests  in  our  town.  We  believe  that  any 
interruption  of  this  arrang-ement  would  be  detrimental  to 
the  interests  of  our  schools.  Since  Mr.  Kadg-er  is  secre- 
tary of  the  committee,  all  other  matters  of  interest  per- 
taining- to  our  schools,  and  the  doings  of  the  committee 
during  the  year,  will  appear  in  the  Superintendent's 
report.

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Superintendent's  Report. 


To  the  Madison  School  Committee: 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  Madison  public  schools  and  the  first  since 
the  union  of  Skowhegan  and  Madison  for  the  employment 
of  a  superintendent  of  schools.  My  experience  as  a  dis- 
trict superintendent  convinces  me  that  the  present  union 
is  a  good  arrangement  for  both  towns.  I  find  that  with 
judicious  management  the  district  of  thirty-seven  schools 
and  forty-one  teachers  can  be  superintended  without 
difficulty,  if  well  trained,  reliable  teachers  are  employed. 
It  takes  time  to  adjust  any  new  order  of  things  and  an- 
other year  ought  to  see  some  improvement. 

Population  of  town  in  1890,  1815. 

Number  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  4  and  21  on 
April  1,  1898,  723. 

There  are  sixteen  schools  and  seventeen  teachers: 
one  high  school,  six  graded  and  nine  rural.

The  school  on  Blackwell  Hill  has  had  four  weeks 
less  than  the  others  owing-  to  the  illness  of  the  teacher 
and  the  condition  of  the  school  house,  but  the  spring- 
term  is  to  be  long-er  than  the  others,  thus  making-  all  .the 
schools  of  the  same  leng-th  for  the  school  year. 

Thanks  to  my  predecessor,  who  has  done  so  much  for 
the  upbuilding-  of  our  school  system,  I  found  the  schools 
in  as  g-ood  condition  as  possible.  To  him  I  feel  under  a 
sense  of  oblig-ation  for  his  kind  assistance  and  hearty 
support  throug-hout  the  year.  The  greatest  g-ood  to  the 
greatest  number,  the  best  interests  of  the  pupil  and  a 
hig-her  standard  for  our  schools  has  been  the  end  soug-ht. 

Unfortunately  at  the  close  of  the  spring-  term  several 
chang-es  occurred  in  the  teaching-  force,  but  we  were  for- 
tunate, before  the  schools  opened  in  September  in  secur- 
ing- for  the  year  our  present  able  corps  of  teachers,  and 
the  success  of  our  schools  the  past  year  has  been  very 
largely  due  to  their  faithful,  conscientious  work. 

Our  school  year  is  too  short  and  the  salaries  tor> 
meagre  to  enable  us  to  keep  in  our  employ  very  long-  pro- 
fessional teachers  of  experience.  We  cannot  expect  to 
raise  the  standard  of  our  schools  very  high  till  there  is  a 
chang-e  in  those  two  particulars.    Our  first  grade  is  too 
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large  to  secure  the  best  results.  The  school  oug-ht  to  be 
divided.  No  teacher  can  do  justice  to  more  than  (25) 
pupils  in  the  iirst  grade.  The  same  is  also  true  of  the 
2d.  grade.  The  other  schools  have  two  grades  to  a 
teacher  which  necessitates  about  fifty  pupils  in  each 
room.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that,  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible, the  1st.  and  2d.  grades  be  divided  and  that  each  of 
the  other  grades  be  provided  with  a  teacher.  This  will 
take  time  and  require  a  new  building-  to  accomplish  the 
whole  plan,  but  the  coming  year  I  hope  to  see  grade  II 
divided  and  occupying  the  room  now  occupied  by  grade  I, 
and  two  rooms  be  secured  for  the  use  of  the  two  first 
grades.  This  arrang-ement  will  require  two  more  teach- 
ers than  have  been  employed  this  year.  The  room  now 
occupied  by  grades  9  and  10  will  be  needed  another  year 
by  the  high  school  as  it  is  the  labratory.  I  know  that  a 
new  building-  has  recently  been  erected  but  there  is  an 
urgent  need  of  more  room  and  plans  should  be  made  at 
once  for  a  new  six  room  building-. 

In  g-eneral  the  pupils  have  been  quiet,  orderly,  and 
obedient.  They  have  made  a  decided  improvement  in 
their  general  conduct  and  manners.  The  attendance  ha 
not  been  as  regular  as  I  wish  but  there  have  been  many 
excuses  for  the  irregular  attendance.  Whooping  coug-h 
and  grip  have  interfered  greatly  with  the  school  work, 
but  many  have  been  absent  from  trivial  excuses.  I  ap- 
preciate fully  the  readiness  with  which  the  pupils 
throughout  the  town,  have  responded  to  my  wishes  and 
the- way  in  which  they  have  assisted  in  carrying-  out  my 
plans. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  parents  do  not  take  a 
greater  interest  in  the  schools  than  they  do.  The  teach- 
ers need  the  support  that  only  the  parents  can  give.  Our 
schools  are  far  from  perfect  and  words  of  commendation, 
as  well  as  frank  criticism,  based  upon  personal  observa- 
tion will  do  much  to  make  them  better.  We  need  your 
words  of  encouragement  and  we  need  your  criticisms, 
but  do  not  criticise  us  before  your  children  for  then 
the  influence  of  the  teacher  must  of  necessity  be  much 
impaired.  We  wish  to  thank  those  who  have  shown 
an  interest  in  our  schools  and  trust  that  the  coming  year 
it  will  be  doubled  many  times. 
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Another  duty  the  parents  owe  to  the  schools  and  to 
their  children  is  to  insist  upon  regular  attendance  and 
punctuality.  The  many  instances  of  tardiness  and  ab- 
sence are  much  to  be  deplored.  The  boy  or  girl,  who  is 
not  prompt  at  school,  will  never  be  prompt  through  life 
and  so  the  parents,  who  permit  this  carelessness  in  their 
children,  are  not  only  doing  the  school  a  great  injury  but 
are  instrumental  in  forming  a  trait  of  character  that  will 
impair  the  usefulness  of  a  whole  life. 

The  end  of  all  school  work  is  to  make  better  boys 
and  girls,  better  men  and  women,  better  citizens.  In 
order  to  accomplish  this  the  school  and  home  must  work 
together. 

There  are  still  many  text  books  wholly  unfit  for  ser- 
vice and  many  new  books  will  be  needed  the  coming 
year.  The  importance  of  taking  better  care  of  the  books 
has  been  to  the  pupils,  the  subject  of  frequent  talks. 

Each  school  room  has  been  provided  with  wash 
basin,  soap  and  towel  and  every  pupil  has  been  taught 
that  his  hands  must  be  clean  when  he  takes  his  book. 
With  extra  pains  on  the  part  of  the  pupil,  teacher  and 
parent  the  text  books  can  be  made  to  last  longer  and  be 
kept  cleaner.  With  the  best  of  care  though  books  will 
wear  out. 

The  work  in  the  rural  schools  has  been  as  good  as 
could  be  expected.  The  location  of  several  school 
houses  ought  to  be  changed  it  seems  to  me.  The  Pooler 
Bridge  school  house  should  be  moved  up  the  river,  the 
school  at  Pugh  Corner  united  with  the  one  at  East  Madi- 
son, a  new  school  house  built  at  or  near  the  town  house, 
thus  discarding  school  houses  Nos.  9  and  10  and  anew 
school  honse  at  Morse's  Corner  would  give  good  sized 
schools  and  far  better  results  than  are  possible  now. 

The  buildings  and  grounds  of  the  rural  schools 
ought  to  be  just  as  well  arranged  as  those  of  the  village, 
the  school  year  should  be  just  as  long,  the  teachers  just 
as  competent  and  their  salaries  jnst  as  high. 

The  committee  decided  that  it  was  not  best  to  build 
a  new  school  house  at  No.  15  and  on  looking  over  the 
building  at  No.  5,  it  seemed  unwise  to  repair  it,  but  rec- 
ommended a  new  building.  The  old  one  is  not  large 
enough  nor  are  the  grounds  sufficient  in  size. 
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Better  accommodations  lor  the-  rural  schools  is  one  of 
the  things  desired.  If  the  number  of  rural  sc  hools  can 
be  reduced  to  five,  outside  of  the  villages;  for  the  schools 
at  EJ.  Madison  should  be  classed  as  graded,  the  location 
of  the  buildings  changed  as  suggested  above,  the  build- 
ings painted  and  repaired,  new  privies  built,  the  grounds 
made  attractive,  and  good  drinking  water  provided,  then 
Madison  will  have  taken  a  long  step  in  the  right  direction. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  thank  the  pupils  for  their  kind- 
ness and  respect  shown;  to  express  my  feelings  of  obliga- 
tion to  the  teachers  for  their  loyalty,  zeal  and  co-operation; 
to  the  school  board  for  their  hearty  support  and  sympathy; 
to  the  parents  and  citizens  for  their  interest  and  financial 
support;  to  the  other  town  officers  for  their  assistance  and 
courtesy.

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TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  schools  are  well  supplied  with  text  books,  but  some  of 
them  are  badly  worn  and  others  out  of  date.  New  geographies 
and  histories  must  be  purchased  before  next  fall  term.  We  must 
also  have  new  physical  geographies. 

Parents  ought  to  co-operate  with  the  teachers  and  superin- 
tendent in  seeing  that  the  children  take  good  care  of  the  books 
that  they  may  last  as  long  as  possible. 

SUPPLIES  AND  APPLIANCES. 
We  have  a  good  supply  of  writing  books  on  hand,  but  the 
supply  of  practice  and  composition  paper  is  nearly  exhausted. 
Nearly  all  of  the  school  rooms  ought  to  have  some  new  maps  and 
new  dictionaries.  A  few  of  the  school  houses  ought  to  have 
globes.  These  appliances  are  necessary  if  we  expect  our  teach- 
ers to  do  their  best  work. 

REPAIRS. 

Only  necessary  repairs  have  been  attended  to  during  the 
past  year. 

SCHOOLS. 

Our  schools  have  been  well  sustained  during  the  year.  Most 
of  the  scholars  have  been  regular  in  attendance,  have  manifested 
a  good  degree  of  interest  in  their  work,  hence  commendable  pro- 
gress has  been  made  in  the  various  branches  taught. 

At  the  close  of  the  summer  term  several  changes  occurred  in 
our  teaching  force,  but  the  committee  were  fortunate  in  securing 
conscientious,  competent  teachers,  who,  with  very  few  excep- 
tions have  given  excellent  satisfaction. 

If  we  are  to  maintain  a  high  standard  of  scholarship  in  our 
schools,  the  town  must  make  appropriations  large  enough  to 
maintain,  in  the  rural  districts,  at  least,  30  weeks  of  school,  in  the 
graded  schools  32  weeks  and  the  high  school  34  or  36  weeks. 

Our  graded  schools  are  so  crowded  that  they  ought  to  have 
from  2  to  4  weeks  more  than  the  rural  schools  in  order  to  do  the 
same  work.  I  have  noticed  that  quite  a  number  of  the  parents 
have  visited  the  schools  during  the  past  year.  I  hope  the  good 
example  set  by  these  will  be  followed  by  many  of  the  good 
people  of  Madison,  for  it  will  encourage  the  teachers  and  stimu- 
late the  scholars  in  their  work. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Knowing  that  the  present  sanitary  condition  of  the  Pleasant 
St.  school  house  is  unhealthy,  we  would  recommend  that  it  be 
connected  with  sewer  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Since  most  of  our  schools  in  the  village  have  more  pupils 
than  one  teacher  can  instruct  to  advantage,  we  recommend  that 
another  school  house  be  built  containing  three  or  four  rooms,  so 
as  to  relieve  the  present  crowded  condition  of  our  schools  and 
accommodate  the  constantly  increasing  population.
